Tn nineteen years, your urganization, the Quarter Century Wireless Associa- 
tion, Jnc. formed on as ilea, of its founders, JOIN DI BLAST. UDA ROSS, 
JOHN GIOE, EDWIN S. CRANE, IRVING R. GROVES and DR, ERNEST 
CYRIAX, has grown from our original little nucleus of thirty old timers in 
aniateur radio to its present stature of over three thousand inembers, 


Our memberstip represents a cross section of the entire ficid of men and women 
who make amateur radio their hobby. It ts clear that the concept of the founders 
for an assoctation which would bring together leaders of amateur radio in the United 
States and abroad was saund. 


‘The association had its inception during a 10 meter round lable on Friday 
night. November 14, 1947, at which time the founders decided that they should meet 
with other old timers and form an association of amateur radio operators who had 
heen licensed for twenty-five years or longer. The first official meeting was held on 
Friday evening, December 3, 1947, at which time thirty old timers were present, 
and the Quarter Cerury Wireless Association, Ine, was furmed and officers elected,

Name and Purpose of the Association 


See. 1. This association shatl be known as the QUARTER CENTURY 
WIRELESS ASSOCIATION, INC. 
Sec. 2, ‘The purposes of this assuciation shall be

: Membership

Sec, 1.) The membership of the association shall cnnsist of those persons who 
have signed the Certificate of Incorporation, together with all persons whe are here- 
ler received in or elected to metabership as hereafter provided, 

See, 2. Any person is eligille for membership who submits satisfactory proof 
that he or she is a licensed amateur radio (wireless) operator, dat he or she was 
licensed as such twenty-five or more years ago and who, upon submitting an applica- 
tion, is approved by the Board of Directors, as provided in the By-Laws of the 
association, 

See.3, ‘The classes of membership and the fees therefor will he prescribed in 
the By-Laws. 

See. 4.0 A nxanher wis withdraw from the association by presenting fo the 
Seeretiry awritten stivement of resignation. 

Sec, 5. A member may be expelled for the violation of the By-Laws of the 
association or for other cise prejudicial to the best interests uf the association. 
Such expulsion may be affected by a two-thirds vote of the Board of Directors at 
a duly called meeting. 

Sec. 6. Any resigning ur expetler| member forfeits all rights and/or privileges 
of the association. 
Articie IIT, 


Government 


Sec. 1, The general management of the affairs of the association shall be 
vested in the Board of Directors, who shall he elected as provided in the Ty-Taws. 

Sec. 2, The officers of the association shall consist of a Tresicent, Viee-Presi- 
dent, Executive Seerctary, Recording Seeretary and Treasurer, and such other 
officers as the Board from time 1 tine may designate. 

See. 3. The Board of Directors shall consist of the President, Vice-President, 
Executive Seeretary, Recorcing Secretary, Treasurer and five other members of 
the association,

See, 6. The President shail he a member ex-officio of all committees.

Meetings 

See. 1], The association shall hold aw annual meeting before the end of each 
calendar year at a time awl place to be designated by the Board of Direetors. 

See. 2. The purpoze of this meeting shall he the election of the officers and 
directors of the association and such other purposes as may he necessary or proper 
for the conduct of the assnciation, 

Sec. 3. Other meetings of the association may be held throughout the year, 
the time and place to he designated by the Bourd of Directors.

As Revised to March 1, 1966 


Articte I. 
Membership 


See, 1, A person eligible jor membership may apply by making application 
in the form preseritied by the Board of Directors and suboiiting with application 
three year’s dies plus an entry fee, 

Sec. 2. Each application will be considered by the Hoard of Directors and, 
if approved by the Board of Directors, the Execative Seeretary will notify the 
applicant of his election te membership. 


Articee IT. 
Dnes 


See. 1. Fach applicant ior membership shail remit an Entry Fee of Three 
Dollars ($3.00) plus three year’s dues of Five Dollars (35,00), making a total of 
Hight Dollars ($8.00), which shall be returned to hin or her should the application 
not be approved. 

Sec, 2. Dues shail be prepaid to the Executive Secretary in the amount of 
Five Dollars ($3.00) for diver vears, Ten Dollars ($10.00) for <ix years, Twenty 
Five Dollars ($23.00) for Lite Membership. 

Sec. 3. Any member whose dacs have not been receved by the Executive 
Seerelary prior to ninety days after the first of the calemlar year, shall auto- 
matically cease io he a member in good standing. Such member ( in default} mar. 
at the option of the Reard of Directors, he dropped fren the membership roils of 
the Association am] shall cherenpon cease to be a member of the Association. 

See. 4, Each applicant aceepted for membership slull be assigned a mem- 
hership number fa arithmetical sequeney by the Exventive Seerettry. This tamber 
shall not be reassigned to another member aniess authorized by the Board of 
Directors, 

See. 5, Applicants aceepred for membership who were former members may 
be reassigned their original membership number, if available, npon the payment 
of all the hack davs to date and three years in advance: or npon payment of Lie 
Membership dies. 

Articte IL 


Duties of the Hoard of Directors 


Sec. 1. The Board oi Directors shall have control of the property and affairs 
of the association and shall iix its policies. They shail have power to hold meetings ; 
appoint committees; accept new mewhers and suspend, censure aml take all 
necessary and proper steps to carry uut the principles of this association and 
promote its best mterests, 

Sec, 2. Meetings of the Vtoard of Directors shail he held within the State of 
New York.

Duties of Officers

Sec. 3. (a) The executive Secretary shall mail ont all notices fur meetings 
of the Assocfation or of the Hoard of Directurs, He shall wait ont dues statements. 
receive applications for membership, record dues received and transmit them 
periodicalty to the treasurer ior deposit together with an appropriate list, and 
issue membership cards and certificates. He shall keep a roll of membership to- 
gether with the address uf cach member and such other minrmation as may be 
deemed necessary to perform such other duties as may be cequized hy the By-Laws, 
the President or the Board of Directors, 

(b) The Recording Secretary shall keep such iminntes und records as the 
Board of Directors shall deem necessary, 

Sec. +. The Treasurer shall have charge of the receipt and expenditure of 
all monies of the Association, hokl sune m the name of the Association and dis- 
burse said funds as ordered or authorized by the Board of Directors. He shall 
keep an accounting record of his recvipts and disbursements, prepare an annual 
Slatement for the first Board of Directors’ meeting held after the first of the 
calendar year, and prepare and file suwh statements as required by the Internal 
Rovenue Serviee and New York Sude geneies. He shall aceept the reeards of the 
xventive Seeretary as the appropriate list of membership dues received, 


Arrictr V. 
Nominations and Elections 


See. 1. At Jeast sixty days prior to the annual mecting euch odd numbered 
vear the President shall appoint a Nominating Commitee subject to the approval 
of the Roard of Directors, The report of this committee will be submited to the 
membership at least twenty (20) days privr to the annual meeting together with 
a proxy bailot form, The nominating committee shall subenit candidates for 
President, Vice-President. Executive Secretary, Recording Secretary, Treasurer 
and five Drectors-at-Large. 

Sec. 2. Notwithstanding the foregoing. a petition may be submitted signed 
hy one leundred (100) members in pind noes ath to the Executive Secretary, post- 
marked at least sixty (60) days prior to the annual meeting. nominating any 
member in good-stanigy for any office or directorship. Upon receipt of sach a 
petition, the Executive Seerctary. upon verifying the validity of the petition, shall 
cause the name of the candidate to be placed on the ballot. 

Sec. 3. The Election of the candidates submitted stall be the affirmative 
vote of the majority of the members in good standing, or hy proxy, at the annual 
meeting. 

ArTIcLe V1. 


Chapters 


Sec. 1, Chapters miay from time io time be formed upon approval of the 
Roard of Directors. The requirements for a chapter shall be as follows; 

(a) Each chapter member nest be and continue to he a member in good 
standing of the Quarter Century Wireless Association. 

{b) The chapter must have at least ten members residing in the same geo- 
graphical area, 

(c) The chapter members aust be governed by the principles, Constitution 
and By-Laws of the Quarter Century Wireless Association, 

(ad) Each chapter shall elect a chairman and secretary who shall correspond 
with the Quarter Century Wireless Association and shall keep current corres- 
pondence and information with the Quarter Cemury Wireless Association,

and for such purposes as are within the spirit of the Quarter Century Wireless 
Association, 

(f) Each chapter member of the Quarter Century Wireless Association may

Financial Obligations 


Sec. 1. All obligations incurred by the Association shall be solely corporate 
obligations and no personal liability whatsoever shall atiach to, or be incurred by, 
any member, officer or Director of the Association by reason of any such corporate 
obligation. 

Sec. 2. The President may approve expenditures of the funds of the 
Association up to an amount of Two Hundred Fiity Doflars ($250.00) during the 
calendar year providing that a proper accounting is subsequently made to the 
Board of Directors. =
